The Carbuncle King. 

The carbuncle ring ia now quite fre¬ 
quently seen on the hands of the fash¬ 
ionable gentleman. One of the rarest 
and most precious stones is the carbun¬ 
cle, which is sometimes confounded 
with the ruby, from which it differ* by 
the intensity of its fires, produced by an 
internal luster of gold, while under the 
purple of the ruby there only appear 
dotting* of azure or lacquer. Ethiopia 
produced the most precious ancient car¬ 
buncles. The Chaldeans regarded this 
stone as a powerful talisman. The vir¬ 
tues of the carbuncle are resistance to 
fire, preservation of the eyes, promotion 
of pleasant dreams, creation of happy 
illusions and an antidote against impure 
air.—Bangor Commercial.
